Dearly beloved, we have known 
your sufferings, and a great cause of the sadness of our 
hearts, was our frequent inability to relieve them. We 
have been constantly astonished at your devotedness, and 
it is with satisfaction that we on this occasion proclaim 
it, not only as a tribute of duty and admiration, but also 
as a motive of edification and encouragement to those 


testimonial will, we hope, be the more readily received, 
since those who know us are well aware that we love no 
flattery either towards surselves or others. : 

But the very good you have effected—the rapid im- 
provements of your congregations—these consoling fruits 
were the very causes which impelled us still more strong- 
ly to withdraw from the administration. Do you ask 
why? This is the reason: You have advanced; we have 
remained where we were at first. “You stood in need of 
one who could apppreciate your progress, and know how 
to direct your further advancement ;—one, who would not 
only be placed at your head by his office, but who could 
sustain himself there by his merit; one who should al- 
‘ways and in all things be your model: “in word, in con- 
versation, in charity, in faith, in chastity, in knowledge, 
in long-suffering, in sweetness, in the Holy Ghost;” one, 
in a word, who, with a steady hand, could condtict you 
of vigorous adolescence to the per- 
| nhood,\and-aid tn finally establish- 
ing you in-all things according to the authorized constitu- 
tion of the Holy Church of Christ. 

- Providence, in sending you-a new prelate, has, we 
sincerely hope, chosen in his person the one suited to your 
necessities, May you under his direction and in his ¢om- 
pany, continue to advance, without fainting, in the way 
of usefulness, sanctifying the people confided to your 
care, without neglecting at the same time your own sal- 
Vation. 

Such will be the event, dearly beloved, if you cor- 
rectly understand the duties which you owe him, and the 
strength which is derived from their performahce. Re- 
ligion, you know, is the chain which connects earth with 
heaven, time with eternity, man. with God. A chain 
which, extending from Jesus Christ, descends through 
Peter to the Pontiffs of Rome, and reaches through the 
Bishops and Priests to the humblest of the people. Mys- 
terious chain! whose links, more precious than the purest 
gold, are the communion of all in one faith, and the same 
charity, and the whole rendered indissoluble by the sub- 
ordination of all to the same ministry. In this mysterious 
chain is found the strength of the Church. No, it is not 
in the talents, nor in the learning of its ministers, : al- 
though for its protection God sometimes deigns to endow 
them with these gifts. Its strength is not even in the 
virtue of its Priess, although the Priest without virtue 
is nothing but a “tinkling cymbal;” or “a broken cistern 
that can hold no water.” The strength of the Church, 
we repeat it, is in this beautiful communion of its mem- 
bers, and in their h&rmonious subordination to its head. 
The Bishops obeys Peter, Peter is obedient to Christ: in 
the same manner Priests should obey the Bishop, and the 
faithful, the Priest. Again, beloved, permit us to assure 
you, that obedience to the Bishop—submission to his 
authority, is the more necessary, as you have shown in 
all your deportment, because the spirit of independence, 
which is diffused so widely in our midst, tends strongly 
to the weakening of authority. Confide, then, in the 
guidance of your Bishop, since the successor of Peter has 
entrusted you to his direction. Do not forget, that you 
are established not to direct him, but. to be directed by 
him; not to judge him, but to submit to his judgment: If 
he judges you, do you know that he wil! himself be 
judged? and with what judgment!

| A PASTORAL EDITORIAL 
STUDY ON MARRIAGE 

In our last conference with you I asked a great many 
questions concerning marriage. The older ones of you 
learned from your catechism that Catholics are not per- 
‘mitted to marry within the fourth degree of “kindred,” 
which is another word for consanguinity or blood relation- 
‘Bhip. However, some years ago the provision of this law 
was altered so that now the restriction covers only the third 
degree. Father and daughter, mother and son are related 
in the first degree; first cousins in the second degree; second 
cousins in the third degree. 

Most states forbid a marriage between first cousins for 
very obvious reasons. The Church extends her prohibition 
to second cousins, though a dispensation can be procured if 
there be a good reason. The relation of affinity arises from 
every valid marriage between the man and the blood rela- 
tives of the woman and between the woman and the blood 
relatives of the man. The relatives of the husband become 
related to the wife in the same degree as they are related to 
him by blood, and vice versa. 

Affinity is not contracted by a brother or sister of the 
husband or‘a brother or sister of the wife, so that a brother 
of the husband may. marry the sister of his wife. 

A marriage is not regarded as valid according to the 
present law, when the gir! is under fourteen or the boy under 
sixteen. 

A Catholic should never ask for a dispensation from 
the banns or to seek to have his marriage kept an entire 
secret. The tongues of the gossipers become busy and in- 
dulge in very unkind insinuations. There is something very 
commendable about a bold announcement. It is a sort of 
challenge to the public to find fault if they can. The wis- 
dom of the Catholic Church in requiring the publication of 
the banns is seen in the adoption of the practice in many 
states to have the intention to marry be declared some days 
before a license may be given. This prevents many a mar- 
riage which would not be a valid marriage. Every priest 
has had experience with the man who comes from some dis- 
tant point and represents himself to some unsuspecting gir! 
as being free to marry, while he has deserted a wife and 
little children elsewhere. It must be remembered that there 
zre miilions of comparatively young men and women who 
are divorced, and every person should proceed very slowly 
before saying “yes’’ to a proposal when there is a question 
of dealing with one who has not been a long-time resident of 
the community. 

People should also proceed very slowly in entering a 
courtship with a divorced person who may be free to marry. 
When there is question of a life-long contract one should 
not be so ready to assume that the divorcee under considera- 
tion was the innocent party. Perhaps his wife or her hus- 
band would have a different story to tell. 

Mixed marriages may not take place in the church 
proper nor may they take place in the home of the bride. 
Usually the place is the pastor’s rectory. The Church does 
not believe in doing anything which might imply encourage- 
ment of a mixed marriage. Mixed marriages are only toler- 
ated by the Church because they are only tolerated by 
Almighty God Himself. In fact there is no evidence that 
He even tolerates them. Every scripture reference to them 
is a prohibition of them. The reason is evident, because it 
is with the soul and the sure way of leading it to Heaven 
with which Almighty God is concerned. He wants soul to 
marry soul, grace to marry grace, faith to marry faith, He 
wants the generations dependent on the marriages of today 
to be members of His kingdom, with all the benefits which 
accrue to such members. 


Marriage is always a sacrament for the Catholic per- 
son, and the reception of the sacrament should be mutual 
with its attendant increase of grace. 

The sacramental character of a Catholic marriage is 
emphasized when the Church permits the marriage to be 
held in the very sanctuary, followed by a Mass in which the 


Nuptial Blessing is given immediately following the Pater ° 


Noster—while Jesus is present on the altar. This blessing 
is directed to the woman, and is received only once by her. 
Therefore, when a widow marries a second time, after hav- 
ing received the Nuptial Blessing following her first mar- 
riage, the same is omitted at the second or subsequent mar- 
riage. ‘ 

A clandestine marriage is one which takes place with- 
out the presence of the parish priest or one delegated by 
him, and without two witnesses. The witnesses at a Cath- 
oli¢c marriage should also be Catholic. If a Catholic should 


‘ask a non-Catholic friend to act as vridesmaid it must al-

am not enthusiastic over the romantic 
and picturesque Venetian equivalent 
for a cab. If the gentle reader will 
remember the hints that have been 
given, of a personal nature, regarding 
my size, this reluctance to rave about 
the gondola will be easily understood! 
But one really should have the exper- 
ience of riding in one, and the little 
voyage from the station to the hotel is 
one of the things that simply must be 
done. Unless you specially order your 
gondolier to take bey tofvour destin- 
ation by way of the Grdnd Canal, he 
will turn off into one of the side canals 
and make a short cut, by many turns 
and twists, under countless little 
bridges, and come out into the main 
thoroughfare (nice word, equally 
proper for carials or pavements) near 
the hotel. For the Grand Canal flows 
ithrough the city in the shape of a 
huge reversed letter S, and no matter 
‘in what direction you may happen to 
be walking, you are sure to come out 
on its banks sooner or later.
